On the first 
floor of the building a work- 
room was opened’ where about 
60 destitute Women and girls 
who had a little knowledge of 
sewing or machine work, were 
given employment asa a_ relief 
menaure. Most of tle girls, all 
Chinese, were yotng’ war 
widows, some of them having 
‘three or four children or elder- 
ly parents to. support. 

At that time, anid Miss Caor- 
ter, the most pressing need for 
all was clothing, and the Custo- 
dian was, appronched for the 
vee of © number, of sewing ma- 
chines and for bolts of flane- 
‘atte. Many hundreds of gar- 
ments—mnass . 
gan to be made for various in- 
astitutiona, orphanages, — hos- 
pitala. in the Colony. Three 
thousand hospital -sults were 
made for the Hainan réfugees 
alone. 


Weekly Wage 


As the work was done on be- 
half of the Relief Department, 
the cost was naturally borne by 
that department. At 
when supplics were so Hmited, 
rations were given as well os 
wagea, but when more goods 
were to be found in the: mar- 
ket, no further rations were is- 
sued, but all workers’ received 
au weekly wage agreed by the 
Government. : 

In June last year the work- 
room had completed the job re-

“Fixing prices for work in 
general was not an easy busi- 
ness at first.

Yet in spite 
of difficulties and the fact that 
we paid Government rates to 
the girls, we have always run 
thia work at a profit and the 
undertaking has proved to be 
financially sound.” : 

Miss Carter pointed out that 
every business expecta to, hive 
nh certain umount of capital 
available to enable it to carry 
iton. “We have none, how- 
ever,” she said. “Fortunately 
we were able to show f profit 
cach month and this enabled us 
to purchnae a'l the ‘sewing ma- 
chines and office furniture that 
we had on Joan from the Custo- 
dian of Property.

Commenting on next month's: British Common- 
wealth Conference to discuss questions relat- 
ing to the Japanese peace settlement, Dr. 
Evatt, the Minister of External Affairs, said 
today that the holding of the Canberra discus- 
sions was in Accordance with long-established 
practice whereby countries of the British 
Commonwealth ‘discussed, without commit- 
ment, matters subsequently to be discussed at 
an international conference.
